Louis: Pore Lazare, who was_fatally atabhed on 
bLourd the British ship Murgats of Lorne in the 
harbour ou Woduesdiy evening, was resamedt 
tho Mugistracy yosterday morning before’ the 
Coroner, My, H. BE. Wodehouse, and Messrs. H.

The police have as yet bean unable to solve the 
inystery which hangs round the identity of the 
man who shot himself through the head tna 
coffee shop in Cochrane-street on Thursday 
morning, The inqnest on his body was resumed 
at the Magistraoy yostorday morning. hofore the 
Coroner‘and the same jury asthatin Mirquis of 
Lorne stabbing case. The evidence producat 
was ar follows:— 7 

Dr. L, P, Marques said the doorased was ad- 
mitted to the Government Civil Hospital at. 
about ten a.m. the previous day. He was a Hure- 
poan about 22 yours of age, suffering: from o 
wound in the ragion of the right temple, and war 
in a dying condition. The wound was apparently 
that of a-bollet, and a portion of the brain 
was protruding; the man was also bleeding 
from the nose.
